The Tennessee house bill, opposed 
by the administration, would set pas- 
senger autolicense fees at flat rates of 
$5 and $7.50, effective April 1 of this 
year, and give rebates to motorists 
who already have bought their 1935 
tags. ° 

A measure repealing 'Tennessee’s 
dry laws and providing for local op- 
tion was introduced in the house. The 
house also approved four of 12 “New 
Deal” bills, already passed by the 
senate, which will enable state and 
local governmental units to partici- 
pate in TVA and federal housing and 
land projects. Similar measures have 
been passed by the Alabama legisla- 
ture. 

The North Carolina senate argued 
about and amended a drivers’ license 
bill which will face third reading 
Wednesday. ‘The senate also passed 
a resolution paying respect to Abra- 
ham Lincoln for “preserving the 
Union”—the first time a North Caro- 
lina legislature has recognized his 
birthday.

INCREASE IS SEEN 


IN CITRUS FRUIT CROP 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—(/)— 
An increase of 11,189,000 boxes in 
orange and grapefruit production in 
1935 was forecast today by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Total production was estimated at 
72,721,000 boxes compared with 61,- 
532,000 boxes in 1934. A reduction 


of 25 per cent in the Florida orange 
crop because of destructive freezes has 
been more than offset by increased 
production in California and other’ 
states, the bureau said. 


The California orange crop was oi: 


timated at 41,565,000 boxes compared 
with 28,439,000 boxes last year and| 
the Florida crop was forecast at 13,- 
6 boxes compared with 18, 100,- 
000 boxes last year.

Bill Is Before Senate

| The bill was introduced for Senator Homer Edenfield, of Kingsland. 
+ The senator was not present when his bill was presented, being at home 
to meet a young daughter born during the day. 


The bill would legalize horse and¢ 


dog racing in Georgia, to be govern- 
ed by a state commission of three men. 
The bill provides, however, a county 
option plan. Each county must vote 
for racing before a track can be 
opened. A petition signed by 10 per 
cent of the voters would assure an 
election being called. 
PARI-MUTUELS. 

The bill provides for the pari- 
mutuel. system of wagering. The 
commission would be supported by a 
3 per cent levy on the pari-mutuel 
pool and a 15 per cent tax on admis- 
sion fees. 

Local governments could levy taxes 
up to $150 per day for horse racing 
and $50 per day for dog racing. 

All jockeys, gatekeepers, ushers, 


drivers, stable men, handlers, clockers 
and other employes and officials of 
each track would pay a $10 occupa- 
tional fee. 

KENTUCKY SYSTEM. 

This is the same system which has 
been in vogue in Kentucky and Mary- 
land for years. And one which has 
proved popular in California, Florida 
and other states where racing has 
been established. 

If the bill passes there is no doubt 
but that a number of counties would 
take advantage of the act and arrange 
for horse racing. 

There has been no indication c! the 
legislature’s sentiment on horse racing. 
It is a revenue producer and this may 
gain some consideration for the bill.

is from the fregh-blown blossom in 
a spring garden. Such a thing as that 
I did not mind attacking viciously 
with a knife, as I sliced it in two 
with strokes that would have done 
credit to a butcher. The inside look- 
ed like a filing drawer bent into a 
circle. 

When I succeeded in orienting the 
animal's remains I found that it was 
in the main a gullet surrounded by 
elaborate structural adjuncts. There 
are three sets of mesenteries in the 
animal—I have forgotten just how 
they are arranged, but they run up 
and down along the vertical axis. The 
four that hold the gullet in place 
are calied directives and are attached 
at the siphonoglyps, where the food- 
bearing water passed into the gullet. 
The head of the animal looks quite 
medusoid but it really isn’t, despite 
the dozens of hollow tentacles that 
crown the animal. 

When an anemone is irritated it 
contracts along the vertical axis. The 
agencies that accomplish this move- 
ment are muscle bands arranged ver- 
tically along the primary mesente- 
ries. The little fellows can shrink 
away from irritation more rapidly 
than the sensitive plant can close its 
leaves.
